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Bee-lover Leads ' Kindness' Drive

SA N FR A N C ISC O (U PI) - Buzzzz. 
Irouio Dubay save the sound of honey 
bees is the sweetest music made. 
"It is time somebody spoke out for the 
bee. 
often 
misunderstood 
and 
mis­ 
treated," says Dubay. who admits a taste 
for wildflower honey. 
Dubav's been friends with the tiny 
insects for 50 years and recently began a 
a "be kind to your neighborhood hee" 
movement 
He even claims they make 
great pets for apartment dwellers. 
It isn t unusual to find Dubay jumping 
in his truck, complete with hives and 
ladders and going to the site of a swarm 
of 20,000 to 50,000 bees that has lighted 
in the wrong place — like somebody’s 
automobile 
He performs the service free as presi­ 
dent of a hobby organization called the 
San Francisco Beekeepers. 


"If they don't want the bees," hp says 


of the many distress calls he receives. "I 
take them away and find a home for 
them." 
Dubay says the hee has been around as 


long as 200 million years, is nature's 
perfect creation and that his specialty, 
the San Francisco honey hee. is a descen­ 
dant of bees brought here from Italy in 
1905. 
“ The ones today are like those in the 


Ciarden of Eden, and without them to 
pollinate, we’d all starve," 


Dubay said he got his first hee1- in 1927 


while in a high school agricultural course 
in Missoula, Mont., and for awhile was a 
successful commercial honey producer. 


Now it's just a hobby that he mixes 


with his sign and mural painting busi 
ness. 


He admits bees can he feisty at times, 
es|>eein!ly during a full moon or in bad 
weather They're most content in mild, 
warm, sunny places and like plants such 
as genista, honeysuckle, fuchsia, eucalyp­ 
tus hydrangea, rosemary and lavender. 
"Bees are gentle and patient,' he said. 
"On a warm days when there is lots of 
nectar, I can go through their hives and 
not get stung " 
He said many city dwellers now have

Who Sho uld Pa y Ta x es? 


A* public financing pro blems g ro w mo re acute in Ulster Co unty 
the subject o f tax relief and pro perty tax ex emptio ns is beco ming 
mo re sensitiv e. A number o f sto ries o n this subject hav e co me to 
the fo re recently . To mentio n three, there has been the leg al battle 
o v er the ex emptio n o f Mo ho nk Trust lands fro m to wn pro perty 
tax es; the appro v al o f new co untry ag ricultural districts in which 
tax es o n farmland will be reg ulated to pro tect the ag ricultural 
industry fro m ex tinctio n, and, perhaps a sig n o f a praisewo rthy 
trend, the v o luntary co ntributio n o f $1 0 0 to the King sto n city 
treasury by the Unitarian-Univ ersalist Fello wship, which o wns a 
tax -ex empt building o n Henry Street. 
In the Mo ho nk case, the trust has been ruled tax able by a judg e 
and, unless it can successfully appeal, will hav e to pay pro perty 
tax es to the to wns in which its tho usands o f acres o f land lie. 
The ruling came at the behest o f the To wn o f Gardiner, which 
say s Mo ho nk is a pro fit-making institutio n because it charg es 
admissio n to v isito rs. 
While we’re no t prepared to co mment o n the leg al merits o f this 
ruling , it do es seem to us so mewhat self-defeating . The trust is 
a to urist attractio n fro m which the to wns benefit perhaps mo re 
than any o ne; it also serv es to preserv e o pen land. Its admissio n 
fees g o to pay emplo y es at the site and o ther ex penses. Sipho ning 
o ff this mo ney in tax es isn’t likely to streng htne the to wns 
financially in the lo ng run. 
Fo r these same reaso ns we were g lad to see the new ag ricultural 
districts established. 
Fro m a purely practical po int o f v iew it is fo o lish to tax land­ 
intensiv e industry such as farming as tho ug h the land were all 
po tential building lo ts. Such a practice wo uld-so o n destro y o ne 
o f the co unty ’s mo st impo rtant industries. 
To us, full tax atio n makes no sense in theo ry either. If all the 
trust and ag ricultural land in Ulster Co unty were suddenly thro wn 
o n the market as real estate fo r dev elo pment, the g lut o f pro perty 
wo uld depress all land v alues to the po int where the o v erall tax 
base wo uld shrink tremendo usly . It wo uld be absurd to tax o n 
the assumptio n that the v alue o f all the priv ately -o wned acreag e 
in the co untry is equal to what a small parcel will bring o n o pen 
market. 
In the case o f the Unitarian Fello wship we can o nly say , 
“ Brav o !"

In the heat o f the day , field to ilets and 
drinking water are no jo ke when y o u are 
plu cking recalcitrant o nio ns fro m an o v er­ 
ly po ssessiv e mo ther earth. Nev ertheless, 
matters like this are pro perly the su bject 
fo r co llectiv e bargaining, no t regu latio n 
by the go o d-intentio ned fo lks o f the Oc­ 
cu patio nal 
Safety 
and 
Health 
Ad­ 
ministratio n. A go o d stro ng u nio n co u ld 
secu re these facilities fro m the large 
co rpo rate farmers and bend with the 
small cu ltiv ato rs bu t, abo v e all, adapt 
health and sanitary standards to fit 
particu lar, lo cal circu mstances. Alas, 
alack, the Occu patio nal Safety and 
Health peo ple hav e no thing to do with the 
po licies which might strengthen the u n­ 
io n; their jo b is to pro mu lgate safety ru les 
and they do their jo b in their o wn ho nest, 
o btu se and heedless way . 
Ev en if they had the po wer, po litics 
wo u ld prev ent them fro m pu rsu ing a pro ­ 
labo r po licy . A lo o se so rt o f mandate 
ex ists fo r the Federal go v ernment to 
interest itself in Occu patio nal Safety and 
Health; the o ne that o nce did ex ist to help 
u nio ns ev apo rated lo ng ago . Still, instead 
o f try ing to fo rmu late natio nal standards 
fo r the replacement o f po tties it might be 
wiser to declare that this is so mething 
which po litics fo rbids u s to do any thing 
abo u t and to ss it back to Co ngress. 
Recently we’v e had an ex ample o f the 
Federal Trade Co mmissio n do ing the 
same thing. It has anno u nced it is begin­ 
ning a majo r inv estigatio n o f the antitru st 
aspects o f the Big Three car manu fac­ 
tu rers. As painfu l as it is to qu o te the 
chairman o f the bo ard o f General Mo to rs 
with appro batio n, Tho mas A. Mu rphy is 
righter than he is wro ng in say ing abo u t 
this endeav o r that, "It seems that we will 
be called u po n to demo nstrate o nce again 
that the bu siness is intensely co mpetitiv e 
and o perating within the law. We ex pect 
to do so , bu t deplo re the waste o f pu blic 
and priv ate reso u rces that the task will 
entail.” 
The au to bu siness may o r may no t be 
co mpetitiv e - that’s a tricky wo rd - bu t 
it’s certainly tru e that the millio ns o f 
do llars that will be spent o n the inv estiga­ 
tio n and any su bsequ ently illegal pro ­ 
ceedings will do no thing bu t make 
already ex cessiv ely rich New Yo rk and 
Washingto n law firms richer. Whether o r 
no t GM is v io lating the antitru st laws in 
the co mmissio n's o pinio n, neither the 
FTC no r any Federal co u rt is go ing to 
break u p General Mo to rs. They do n’t 
hav e the clo u t. It wo n’t happen, no 
matter what their sniffings aro u nd tu rn 
u p. Only an act o f Co ngress is go ing to 
dismember GM, and then o nly when a 
su fficient nu mber o f peo ple are aro u sed to

make the Co ngress do it. In its o wn 
fashio n the FTC kno ws this. At least o ne 
fo rmer co mmissio n o fficial has testified 
that 
his 
agency 
do esn’t 
break 
u p 
mo no po lies becau se there's no po litical 
will to break them u p. The FTC ro le is 
to be the o u tfit that lo o ks like it’s bu sy ing 
itself with the pro blem while av o iding it, 
bu t acting o u t charades isn’t a pro per 
fu nctio n fo r an administrativ e agency . 
Ano ther reaso n fo r carry ing o u t su ch an 
inv estigatio n is agitatio nal. By gathering 
u p and presenting this info rmatio n abo u t 
the au to indu stry in a co herent fo rm it 
may wo rk u p peo ple’s anger against 
Detro it and therefo re get a law passed 
This is the bu reau cratic equ iv alent o f a 
gu n co ntro l lo bby ist sho o ting a pro minent 
perso n to get six mo re v o tes fo r his 
legislatio n. It may wo rk, bu t sho u ld he be 
do ing it? 
The co mmissio n has to o mu ch po wer to 
be play ing these kinds o f games. Agita­ 
tio nal inv estigatio ns may make sense 
with certain indu stries and financial 
netwo rks that are impo rtant and hav e 
escaped no tice. Scarcely the case with 
cars. No , the FTC wo u ld do better to pass 
a reso lu tio n stating that it thinks the Big 
Three are v io lating the law o r that they 
are ju st to o big and represent to o mu ch 
co ncentratio n o f po wer, and then the 
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co mmissio n sho u ld add. "There’s no t a 
damn thing we can do abo u t it.” 
To ss it to Co ngress. Co ngress will im­ 
mediately flu b the du b. It alway s do es 
Bu t Co ngress is like a fat, lazy , indo lent 
scho o lbo y . The o nly way to make a man 
o u t o f it is to pile o n the ho mewo rk and 
su ffer while co rpu lent lad beco mes co m­ 
petent adu lt. 
In the meantime we mu st su ffer as we 
will su ffer fro m the miserable tax bill the 
co ngressio nal clo ds are grinding o u t. In 
retu rn fo r a few chintzy electio n y ear tax 
cu ts, which they 'll take back fro m u s 12 
mo nths hence, we get no tax simplifica­ 
tio n, we get no relief fro m the ev il co nse- 
qu ences o f o u r sy stem o f ex emptio ns, 
credits, deferrals, depreciatio ns, dedu c­

The Do cto r Who Wa sn’t 


Plo t to Kill 
Kissing er 
Was Fo iled 


WASHINGTON — A repo rted 
plo t to assassinate Secretary o f 
State Henry Kissing er in Co sta ^ 
Rica six mo nths ag o was blo cked 
by U.S. and Co sta Rican autho r­ 
ities fo ur day s befo re it was sup­ 
po sed to be carried o ut. 
We hav e pieced to g ether the 
sto ry fro m secret testimo ny befo re 
the Senate Internal Security Sub­ 
co mmittee and fro m interv iews 
with Cuban ex iles and U.S. in­ 
tellig ence so urces. 
A Cuban terro rist named Orlan­ 
do Bo sch Av ila, was repo rted to be 
g unning fo r Kissing er. The at- « • 
tempt o n the Secretary 's life was 
ex pected, 
acco rding to under­ 
g ro und repo rts, during his v isit to 
Co sta Rica last February . 
Sho rtly befo re Kissing er’s ar­ 
riv al, Bo sch slipped into Co sta 
Rica o n a false passpo rt. But the 
FBI and Secret Serv ice had been 
alerted. 
They 
traced 
Bo sch’s 
mo v ements and no tified the Co sta 
Rican autho rities. The suspected 
assassin was arrested and clapped 
into a tiny jail cell fo ur day s 
befo re Kissing er g o t to to wn. 
The plo t to kill Kissing er ap­ 
parently g rew o ut o f his o v ertures 
to impro v e relatio ns with Cuba’s 
Fidel Castro back in 1 9 72 . This 
repo rtedly upset an anti-Castro 
terro rist band, kno wn as Cuban 
Actio n, which Bo sch headed. 
We repo rted part o f the sto ry two y ears 
later after a lengthy inv estigatio n in 
Miami. In co lu mns o n Sept. I and No v . 
12, 19 74. we warned that anti-Castro 
terro rists planned an "assassinatio n ... 
against American co ngressmen and bu si­ 
nessmen who su ppo rted a ... thaw,” We 
no ted that Kissinger had been in to u ch 
with Castro . 
The first hint that Kissinger himself 
was o ne o f the targets came later fro m 
Carlo s Riv ero Co llado , so n o f the man 
elected to the presidency o f Cu ba in 19 58. 
Riv ero was activ e in the anti-Castro 
u ndergro u nd in Miami's little Hav ana. 
Bu t he later re-defected to Cu ba where he 
gav e a fascinating interv iew. 
“I hav e kno wn priv ately since 19 72,” he 
said.” (abo u t) the plan to assassinate the 
U.S. Secretary o f State." He said the plo t 
had taken "certain fo rm” by 19 73 and 
had been "actu alized” by 19 74. 
Then in a reference to o u r 19 74 co l­ 
u mns, he added: "This fact which, I 
repeat, I’v e kno wn priv ately , has been 
co rro bo rated by the U.S. jo u rnalist Jack 
Anderso n.” 


Riv ero named Bo sch as o ne o f the 18 
anti-Castro leaders who had co nspired to 
kill U.S. and o ther leaders pro mo ting a 
Cu ban-American detente. Bo sch already 
had been co nv icted in 19 68 o f shelling a 
Po lish freighter with a bazo o ka while it 
was mo o red in Miami. He ju mped federal 
paro le and fled to Venezu ela in 19 74. 


Mo nths later, he was repo rted to be in 
Cu racao , pro tected by Chilean gu nmen. 
He bragged, acco rding to the repo rts, o f 
his “mo ney , friends and pro tectio n.” 


Flo rida’s Dade Co u nty Pu blic Safety 
Department, becau se o f the hu ge Cu ban 
po pu latio n in Miami, has ex cellent ties 
thro u gho u t Latin America. In early 19 76, 
the co u nty ’s terro rist ex pert, Lt. Tho mas 
Ly nch, picked u p so me electrify ing news. 


He to ld the Senate Su bco mmittee 
abo u t it in secret testimo ny . "We re­ 
ceiv ed 
info rmatio n 
fro m co nfidential 
so u rces," he swo re, “that there was go ing 
to be an attempt o n the life o f Secretary 
o f State Henry Kissinger ... We passed 
the info rmatio n o n to the FBI, and they 
had also receiv ed the info rmatio n, and we 
no tified the Secret Serv ice, as they hav e 
the pro tectiv e du ty fo r the Secretary o f 
State.” 


The plo t was linked to Kissinger’s two - 
day stay in Co sta Rica, and Bo sch was 
picked u p and qu estio ned. He was held o n 
a false passpo rt charge u ntil Kissinger 
was safely o u t o f the co u ntry . 


Bo sch later insisted: "My o nly crime 
was entering the co u ntry with a false 
passpo rt.” Certainly , it was nev er pro v ed 
in co u rt that he ho ped to kno ck o ff 
Kissinger. He is no w at large so mewhere 
in Latin America. 


He was the epito me o f dignity . Perhaps 
it was mo re than dignity . Dr. E.P. D. 
Egann was alo o f, impeccable, merciless. 
As chief o f su rgery in a Chicago ho spital 
he was a dictato r who co u ld no t fo rgiv e 
a mistake in a su bo rdinate. 
Egann was tall, ramro d straight, a man 
with a fleck o f white at each temple. He 
had an u nu su al aberratio n: ey es o f dif­ 
ferent co lo rs. The interns who feared his 
glance u sed to hu m, "Bro wn ey es, Why 
are y o u blu e?,” bu t nev er in the presence 
o f the su rgeo n. 
He was rich, o ne o f the few do cto rs who 
had a chau ffeu r. His wife was a gracio u s 
ho stess, a lo v ing mo ther o f fo u r. At the 
age o f 40, he co u ld hav e retired. He co u ld 
hav e tau ght su rgery at a u niv ersity . 
Secretly , Dr. E.P.D. Bgann was a 
narco tic addict. He was no t as po mpo u sly 
self-assu red as he appeared to be. He 
might hav e kno wn that so meday , so me­ 
ho w he wo u ld make a griev o u s erro r. This 
is a law o f lo gic, bu t Egann had no 
to lerance fo r lo gic o r erro rs o f ju dgment. 
He made o ne. A little bo y died o n an 
o perating table. No rmally , it wo u ld no t 
hav e beco me a pu blic matter. There were 
many do cto rs who feared this man. They 
wro te ano ny mo u s letters to newspapers 
charging him with mu rder. 
The medical so ciety schedu led hear­ 
ings. Silently , secretly , Dr. 
Egannn 
signed his fo rtu ne o v er to his wife and 
disappeared. He was no t seen again. 
So me called him a co ward. Others said he 
was a su icide. 
The Elizabeth Street precinct in New 
Yo rk co v ers the Lo wer East Side, Cherry 


Hill and Chinato wn, which is to say po o r 
Jewish neighbo rho o ds, Italian and Orien­ 
tal. A beggar sho wed u p in a beanery 
aro u nd the co mer fro m the po lice statio n. 
He mo pped tile flo o rs and scru bbed 
B 
its and pans fo r meals and a few do llars, 
e was a tall man with white hair. The 
distingu ishing featu re, to mo st peo ple, 
was that he had a su perio r v o cabu lary . 
Few no ticed that he had o ne bro wn ey e 
and o ne blu e. 
Mo st o f the time he appeared to be 
lethargic, laco nic. One day a cu sto mer 
was sipping co ffee and bu rst into tears. 
He had a sick dau ghter and no mo ney . 
The man with the mo p listened. So ftly , 
he said he co u ld help. 
He did. A Jewish neighbo r asked if he 
was 
a 
do cto r. 
“Almo st,” 
he 
said. 
"Almo st.” The wo rd go t aro u nd. Sick 
y o u ngsters were bro u ght to the beanery . 
He helped so me. So me were bey o nd help. 
In six mo nths, he became a lo cal 
celebrity . The po o r believ ed in him. 
“What do y o u call y o u rself?” they asked. 
"Do cto r Bro wn,” he said. And so it was. 
They realized that he was no t a qu alified 
phy sician, bu t he seemed to perfo rm 
miracles o n y o u ngsters. 
So meo ne fo u nd a two -sto ry shed in a 
backy ard behind a flat. It was empty . Old 
o do rs su ggested it might hav e been a 
stable. The po o r chipped in chairs, a 
table, a bu sted so fa and installed Dr. 
Bro wn in the lo ft. 
A carpenter made a wo o den cro ss and 
hand-lettered a sign: "Dr. Bro wn - Up­ 
stairs.” Adu lts came to him fo r help, bu t 
he said his interest was in sav ing the liv es 


o f little o nes. They paid him in wrinkled 
do llar bills, bo wls o f ho t no o dles, bread, 
co ffee and canned go o ds. 
In time the fake phy sician became the 
epito me o f dignity . The peo ple knew that 
his o nly fear was that the au tho rities 
might find o u t that he was practicing 
medicine witho u t a license. 
The Chinese, the Italians, the Jews 
kept the secret. In time, they wo rked him 
to death. Infants and children were 
bro u ght to the o ld stable at all the ho u rs 
aro u nd the clo ck. Bro wn nev er co m­ 
plained. The harder they wo rked him the 
mo re he smiled. 
He was fo u nd dead o n the bu sted 
co u ch. The peo ple mo u rned as tho u gh 
they had slau ghtered a pro phet. Wo men 
sto o d o u tside the shabby shed and 
so bbed. They had fo rgo tten to ask him 
where he came fro m, and if he had a 
family . 
The men go t to gether to arrange a 
fu neral. The do llar bills came fro m barber 
sho ps, restau rants, lau ndries and pu sh 
carts. They bo u ght the cheapest casket, 
the po o rest grav e. A lo cal u ndertaker 
pro v ided a hearse, free. 
It seemed as tho u gh a third o f the East 
Side fo llo wed that casket. On the way o ne 
man said, “Ho w can we bu ry a great man 
witho u t ev en a marker o n his grav e?" The 
co rtege sto pped. 
A merchant said, "Wait. Wait. I will get 
so mething.” He ran back to the stable. 
The peo ple paid the man the u ltimate 
tribu te. Ov er his grav e iH a wo o den cro ss 
which say s: "Dr. Bro wn, Upstairs."...

Inma tes a t 
Attica Go 
On Strike 


ATTICA (UPI) — Approximately 90 
per cent of the inmates of the Attica 
Correctional Facility went on strike to­ 
day, staying in their cells to support 
demands for reforms in the criminal 
justice system and improved prison con­ 
ditions. 
A 
spokesman 
for the Correctional 
Services Department in Albany called it 
"a peaceful demonstration." He said of­ 
ficials expected it th be "a oneday affair" 
as was stated in an inmate letter found 
by authorities during a cell-check last 
week at the prison, where a 1971 uprising 
claimed 43 lives. 
The extent of the strike was de­ 
monstrated when the time carne for of­ 
ficers to call out the inmates for work 
assignments, recreation, sick call and 
other program s. The departm ent 
spokesman said the protest was about 90 
per cent effective among th 
prison’s 
approximately 2,000 inmates. 
He said the inmates were quiet in their 
cells. “ There’s been no yelling," he said. 
“ We’re trying to run an institution as 
normal as possible under these condi­ 
tions," the spokesman said. “ We will be 
offering lunch, sick calls, visits, etc."

The long-term average is about 16 to 18 
major earthquakes and one great quake 
per year, 


A survey official said the number of 
major and great quakes reported this year 
has doubled since June, out not enough 
is known to determine whether the chang 
mg pace in worldwide earthquake activity 
is significant. 


Prof. Markus Baath, head of Sweden's 
Uppsala Seismological Institute, said, 
“ The quakes so far this year are not above 
the long-term average. What has hap­ 
pened is that the tremors have struck 
highly populated areas and the death 
tolls are higher than usual." 


Baath said the movement in one of 
what scientists call “ tectonic plates" — 


there are about a half-dozen of them 
covering the earth's surface — may create 
a release of tension, an earthquake, in 
another distant area. 


Prof. Romolo Romano of the Interna­ 
tional Ins titute of Volcanology in 
Catania, Sicily, at the foot of Mt. Etna, 
goes further. 


"It... seems certain," he said, "that the 
earthquake in the Philippines and the 
volcanic eruption in Guadeloupe (in the 
Caribbean) are phenomena connected 
with the recent earthquakes in China." 


Shigeji 
Suyehiro, 
chief of Japan's 
Meteorological Agency earthquake sec­ 
tion, and Wellington Minora, chief of the 
P h ilippine s ’ 
G eophy s ic al 
and 
Astronomical Service, disagreed. They 
said they do not think there is any 
relation between the quakes in China and 
the Philippines. 


William 
Cloud, 
associate 
research 
seism ologist at the U niversity of 
California in Berkeley, said: “ We have 
had great earthquakes before in the same 
general location. It just happens that in 
the past year the quakes have hit 
populated 
areas 
and

noticeable.” 


Cloud also said it is “ a pretty good 
conclusion" there will be another great 
quake in California, but "the only ques­ 
tion is: will it be in the next second or 30 
or 40 years from now?”

By studying the armadillo, 
the doctor hopes to learn why 
a small fraction of the human 
population develops leprosy. 
He said the research may un­ 
cover other medical secrets. 
"This may tell us why some 
people cannot be cured of 
cancer," he said, 
Kirchheimer theorizes some 
people are immune to cancer 
cells and some who do develop 
a tumor can also develop an 
immunity. But those who die 
from cancer, even if the tumor 
is discovered and removed in 
its very early stages, may have 


an inherent inability to de­ 
velop an immunity. 
"M y God. leprosy is no pro­ 
blem in the United States. 
There are only 2,500 cases so 
why do we spend so much 
money? By beating leprosy we 
might be beating something 
else," he said. 
Scientists at the Louisiana 
State 
University 
school 
of 
medicine in New Orleans have 
joined Kirchheimer’s project 
to try to find a way to breed 
armadillos in captivity. 
"We want to see if suscep­ 
tibility to leprosy is genetic," 
he said. “ If a person is bom 
without the capability to de­ 
velop an immunity then a vac­ 
cine is not of use."
